Caprice, the inſolence. and Pride, - nay, Luſt 
and Villany of a debauched Confeflor ; Every 
mortal fin upon pain -of; Damnation: muſt be 
confeſſed, and when the Penitent after great 
anxieties has freed ' himſelf from this diſquizt, 
he muſt ſubmit to the -Penance, however rigo- 
rous;, or. chargeable, or . fooliſh, which the 
Prieſt ,enjoyns, he and his Family are entirely in 
the power -of this Maſter of their ſecrets. 

. And if this Awe and Empire, however gric-

and that he can abſolve from the Crime, it
